Darien, Ga.. August 25.—(Special.)—More 
white men are needed in McIntosh county 
tonight and Brunswick has been wired 
for re-enforcements. Every man that can 


get a gun and ammunition is needed 


badly. 


The negroes have practically deserted | 


Darien proper and taken to the swamp. 
They are now massed about twelve miles 
from Darien and have thrown out pickets 


to guard against the whites. Word has 


been sent to Darien that the negroes will 


not submit to arrest. An armed posse has 


left for the scene by horseback. A special 
train is being made up to carry out an- 


other posse. A steamer is being sent to 
Brunswick and that city is begged to send 
all re-enforcements that she can. 

The situation tonight is intensely criti- 
cal and at this hour Captain Grayson, in 
command of all the state troops, is in

London, August %.—The foreign office 
this evening issued a Transvaal blue 
book containing further correspondence 
between the secretary of state for the 
colonies, Mr. Joseph Chamberlain, and 
the British high commissioner for south 
Africa, Sir Alfred Milner. 

The principal dispatches deal with the 
Transvaal's request for arbitration and 
Mr. Chamberlain's suggestion for a joint 
inquiry which was telegraphed to Sir 
Alfred Milner at Capt Town on July 3ist. 

No information is given, however, as to 
the views of the Transvaal government 
regarding thie proposition. 

Sir Alfred Milner transmitted the 
Transvaal’s proposal on June i4th and 
recommended its immediate rejection as 
it would raise more questions than it 
would solve. 

In defending his recommendation, Sir 
Altred insisted that a redress of the 
grievances of the Uitlanders stood at the 
head of the programme and that nothing 
else could be considered until this point 
Wis settied. 

Chamberlain Is with Milner. 

Mr. Chamberlain, in replying, indorsed 
Sir Alfred Milner’s views and reviewed 
the situation resulting in the treatment 
to which the Uiftlanderg are now 3ub- 
jected.

Rennes, August 25.—After M. Bertillon, 
| Uhe handwriting expert, who was at the 
head of the anthroopometric department 
| of the prefecture of police of Paris, had 
concluded the first installment of his 
so-called demonstration of the guilt of 
Captain Dreyfus, a prominent Dreyfusard 
| referred to him as “the fin de siecle Cag- 
liostro.” 

The Dreyfusards refuse to regard him 
as anything but the prince of quacks. 
They cover his remarks with ridicule and 
protest that the admission of his fantastic 
theories as evidence before the courtmar- 
tial is a disgrace to France. 

“C'est une honte,” was the remark 
heard on ali sides when the session closed 
and the audience, mainly made up of 

Dreyfusards, was being pressed outside 
by the gendarmes, who clear the court 
room as soon as the court adjourns. 

Nevertheless, even the Dreyfusards do 
not deceive themselves as to the effact 
M. Bertillon’s testimony, or ‘‘demonstra- 
tion,”” may have upon the judges, who, 
they fear, will be gulled by what the 
Dreyfusards consider spurious. 

All the judges have passed through the 
Ecole Polytechnique, the highest school 
of science of France, and they are thus 
peculiarly interested in such ‘‘evidence” 
as M. Bertilion’s.

} At the morning session President Love 
delivered a brief address on the Philip- 
| pine question. Other addresses were by 
| J. H. Farlyx, of Boston; Mrs. Comegys, of 
| Philadelphia, and Mrs. Hannah White, cf 
| Labanon. At this afternoon's session the 
| principal address was by William Lloyd 
| Garrison, of Philadelphia, who took for 
'his theme, ‘‘Na Compromise with War. 
Mr. Garrison was very emphatic in his 
denunciation of the policy of the present 


administration. In part he said: 


“A year ago when in the interest of 
peace we met upon this spot, the war with 
Spain was in full blast. Then, in the 
national eye, a Spaniard was the type of 
treachery and oppression, and the sor- 
rows of the suffering Cubans ....cd our 
hearts. re 

“What space a twelve months covers. 
The Spaniard is no longer a monster, but 
respected as a brave and gallant foe. 
The Cubans, then ~ patriots and states- 
men, now, in the opinion of military ex- 
perts and politicians, are people incapa- 
ble of governing themselves. 

A War for Conquest Alone. 

“A war with the aevice of freedom and 
chivalry on its banners has developed 
into a conflict for conquest and baseness. 

“At The Hague the conclave of the 
great powers was each eagerly engaged 
in plundering schemes of its own. Is it 
strange that the international conference 
| failed? 

“It is not the armed savagery of the 
|Philippines that threatens America, but 
the savagery that Theodore Roosevelt rep- 
resents. Had William McKinley, under- 
standing the needless iniquity of the war 
forced upon Spain, vetoed the declaration 
of congress and avowed his purpose of 
resigning his high office rather than to 
prostitute it by subservience to wrong, 
he would have made a niche in the world’s 
pantheon. 

“Had John D. Long, a man of finer 
quality than the president and in touch 
'with the nobler sentiments which make 
| his commonwealth exceptional, para- 
phrasing the indignant response of 
| Charles Sumner in fugitive slave days, 
‘Il was a man before I was a (slave) com- 
missioner,’ declared Massachusetts’s man- 
'hood more precious than the secretary- 
‘ship of the navy and 
portfolio, he would have occupied a place 
in her love and respect now forever lost. 

Dewey Is Highly Praised. 

“Had Admiral Dewey, the one man in 
military life who, after distinguishing 
himself in his destructive profession, re- 
frained from self-laudation—had Admi- 
'ral Dewey, in protest of the Philippine 
betrayal, retired from the quarterdeck to 
private citizenship rather than abet the 
outrage, the victory of Manila would have 
paled in comparison.

Kingston, Jamaica, August 25.—Domini- 
clan mail dispatches just received here, 
declare that instead of the revolution 
being invertebrate through lack of organ- 
ization and government activity, the gov- 
ernment of San Domingo is really par- 
alyzed, the revolutionary movement hav- 
ing developed high organization, com- 
manding popularity and exciting enthusi- 
asm throughout the republic, even in the 
interior and capital. 

Santiago, it is alleged, is preparing to 
declare in favor of Jiminez, San Domin- 


go alone is loyal, but even there revolu- 
‘tionary demonstrations have been forci- 
bly suppressed, fmanifestos of travelers 
| confiscated and several arrests have been 


made. 

The government retains no real stand- 
ing ground elsewhere. The movements 
bring national and not merely political, 
the people are only awaiting the arFival 
of Jiminez to assume the leadership, 
when, it is believed many of the remain- 
ing generals with a large proportion of 
the army will join them. The government's 
only reliance is the navy, which js loy- 
ally holding out against’ rebel conces- 
sions. 

Severe fighting took place Wednesday 
in the neighborhood of Monte Christi, 
San Domingo, between the government 
forces and the revolutionists. It is said 
the former lost heavily, while the latter, 
owing to advantageous positions which 
they occupied only suffered slight loss. 

The revolutionists are reported to be 
cautiously receiving re-enforcements.

In Connection witb ‘ the Richardsons 
of South Carolina. 


Columbia, -S. C., August 25.—(Special.)— 
The record of governors furnished by the 
Richardson family of South Carolina far 
surpasses that of the Wolcotts, of Con- 
necticut. The remarkahle facts are re- 
called by th2 death of Jofin Peter Rich- 
ardson, the last governor of the “old 
regime."’ 

Governor Richardson was a nephew of 
Elizabeth Peyre Manning, nee Richard- 
s0n, a remarkable woman, and the only 
one.on record who was the wife of a 
governor, the sister of a governor, the 
niece of a governor, the mother of a ,;ov- 
ernor, the aunt and foster-mother of a 
governor. She was also the half first 
cousin of her husband, Governor Richard 
I. Manning. 

Generai James D. Richardson, grand- 
father, was governor from 1802 to 1804: 
John Peter Richardson, the father, was 
governor from 1840 to 1842, and John 
Peter Richardson, the son, from 1836 to 
1890. 

General Richardson was also the grand- 
father of Richard I. Manning, governor 
from 3824 to 1826, whose son. John Law- 
rence Manning, was governor from 1852 
to 1854. And if there is such a thing as 
being ancéstor-in-law, thefe are two 
more governors to be added to his family 
tree, both illustrious—George McDuftia 
and Wade Hampton. McDuffie married 
& great-granddaughter of General Rich- 
arison, while Governor Hampton's sec- 
end wife, McDuffie’s daughter, was a 
great-creat-granddaughter.

County Tax Collector Sought To Col- 
lect Taxes Alleged To Be Due. 


ANOTHER COMPANY TAKES SIMILAR ACTION

Atlanta Loan and Investment Com- 
pany Also Claims All Taxes 
Have Been Paid in Full. 


Bills for injunction against the county 
tax collector to prevent him from making 
levies for taxes alleged to be due and un- 
paid, were filed in the superior court yes- 
terday morning by the National Railway 
Building and Loan Association and the 
Atlanta Loan and Investment Company. 

Some time ago both corporations were 
served with fi. fas. by Tax Collector 
Stewart, who made preparations to pro- 
ceed against the companies for the 
amount of taxes claimed to be due .the 
county for 1898. 

Judge Joseph H. Lumpkin yesterday 
signed a restraining order in both cases, 
and Tax Collector Stewart has been en- 
joined from proceeding with the levy. 
Both cases will come up for hearing in 
the superior court September 9th, and 
it is probable that at that time the mat- 
ter will be definitely settled. 

County Tax Collector Stewart, acting 
under instructions from County Attorney 
L. Z. Rosser, has served fi. fas. on a 
number of corporations doing business in 
the county, for the purpose of making 
them pay taxes for last year, which, 
according to the tax collector, are due 
and unpaid, 

In all cases restraining orders have 
been taken out and the proceedings of 
levy have been held up until the cases 
could come up in court for adjustment. 
The corporations claim that they do not 
owe the county anything, and assert 
they will fight the matter in tne courts. 

In their bills both compantes claim 
that, under the general tax act of 18%, 


which prescribes that building and loan | 


associations shall only pay taxes on the 
stock thereof, at jts market value, 
which no advances have been made, they 
have given in and paid all taxes that they 
are liable for.
